The bridge is part of the highway traversing the Alcrrininek valley 


from ,\ew Hampshire to the sea, and as such it should be wide enough 
to accommodate the great streams of traffic that are always sure fo be.

AVliPn CouiiKilnr lleFiidtlcn lirought up tlio proposition for the con- 


Birudion of a new Central liriclgo and the widening nf Bridge street 
from Arnory street to First street, some people allowed Hint it was far- 
fetched and that there are many public improvements needed very much 
more tlian n new bridge. Possibly this is so, but tho fact remains that 
the present bridge is too narrow to accommodate present day traffic, 
and if it were otherwise unobjectionable, this fault alouo would justify 
the movement for :i new bridge that would be amply wide- enough for 
two lines of railway tracks in the centre and one good traffic lane on 
either side in addition to the sidewalks. 
A roadway ot 65 feet will 


offer such accommodation and it would be a great benefit, iiot. only to 
Centralville bnf. to the city at large. 


The bridge is part of the highway traversing the iMorriniack valley 


from New Hampshire to the sea, and ns such it should bo wide enough 
to accommodate Ihe great streams of traffic that are always sure to be 
directed in cither direction. 
The present bridge was built after the 


destruction of the old wooden structure bv fire in J882, and served very 
well until the conditions of traffic were revolutionized by tho coining 
of the automobile. 
Recently the bridge liars been repaired at consider- 


able expense: but ins'lend of showing more solidity, it appears to vibrate

Besides, 


every little while a chunk of the cement flooring falls through into tbe 
river, resulting in great danger to the public and tremendous liability 
to the city.

cilor McPadden has shown sound judgment and foresight in moving for 
n committee to investigate and report upon the advisability of widening 
the Central bridge.

of bridge best adapted to replace the present structure—whether a new 


or one of concrete arches.
